The  most  memorable  experiences  of  those  associated  with  the 
Sweet  Briar  community  would  probably  rally  around  the  many  tradi- 
tions that  occur  at  our  oasis  in  the  BlueRidge  foothills. 

Step  Singing  occurs  once  in  the  Fall  and  once  in  the  Spring. 
These  events  serve  as  official  meetings  of  the  Student  Government 
Association  as  well  as  providing  an  opportunity  for  classes  to  come 
together  and  serenade  each  other.  To  the  Seniors  and  each  class's  sister 
class,  sentimental  and  often  emotional  songs  are  sung.  To  their  rival 
class,  a  song,  usually  with  "slightly"  modified  lyrics,  is  performed. 

The  first  tradition  the  freshmen  participate  in  is  the  selection  of 
a  big  sister  Senior.  She  acquaints  herself  with  her  Senior  by  sewing  a 
pocket  filled  with  goodies  into  the  Senior's  robe  before  the  Founder's 
Day  hike  to  monument  hill. 

The  Sophomores  begin  the  year  with  late  nights  in  the  brisk  fall 
when  they  paint  the  sophomore  rock  and  freshman  hitching  post.  The 
fight  for  the  hitching  post  involves  the  freshman  and  sophomore  classes 
drenching  each  other  in  "paint"  (colored  water)  while  trying  to  protect 
their  respective  symbols. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  four  years  at  Sweet  Briar  is  Junior 
Banquet.  On  this  spring  night,  the  Junior  Class  attend  a  banquet  at  the 
Wailes  Center,  where  they  receive  their  long  awaited  class  rings.  While 
hearing  odes  read  which  are  written  in  their  honor,  a  senior  'decorates' 
their  room.  After  the  banquet  the  juniors  return,  some  to  rooms  full  of 
straw,  beds  that  have  been  relocated  to  pastures,  swimming  pools  in 
place  of  their  desks,  and  others  to  candy  and  beverage  filled  'love  dens." 
It  is  at  this  time  that  the  seniors  pass  their  robes  down  to  the  junior  class. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  solemn  and  beautiful  traditions  takes 
place  in  May.  Each  senior  selects  an  underclassman,  usually  a  sopho- 
more, to  bear  her  lantern.  The  underclassmen,  dressed  in  white,  circle 
around  the  quad  with  their  Seniors  and  carry  a  basket  of  flowers  with 
a  candle  or  lantern  which  they  have  specifically  made  for  the  occasion. 
They  then  proceed  to  "The  Senior  Stairs".  The  underclassmen  form  a 
line  and  place  their  lighted  baskets  at  their  feet  as  they  sing  songs  such 
as  the  school  song. 

The  final  ceremony  of  the  year  is  graduation.  This  event 
usually  occurs  in  the  quad  (weather  permitting)  on  a  Sunday  morning 
with  family  and  friends  in  attendance. 

All  of  the  traditions  of  Sweet  Briar  from  tapping  rituals  to  the 
Freshman  Show  to  the  song  Holla  Holla  play  a  vital  role  in  making 
Sweet  Briar  what  it  is  today  and  what  it  will  be  in  the  future.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  1990-91  academic 
year  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  effective  in  Sweet  Briar 
history.  The  cohesiveness  within  the  group,  which  was 
certainly  established  in  May,  1990  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Myers-Briggs  personality  type  test,  radiated  to  the 
community  a  positive  and  productive  image  of  the  com- 
mittee as  a  whole. 

During  the  summer  of  1990,  the  committee  commu- 
nicated regularly  through  a  newsletter.  Each  member 
received  a  copy  and  could  discuss  brainstorming  ideas 
early  on,  long  before  the  beginning  of  the  1990-91  aca- 
demic year.  Upon  arrival  in  August  1990,  the  committee 
was  ready  and  willing  to  work  hard.

During  the  Christmas  season,  the  Executive 
Committee  organized  a  DESERT  SHIELD  HOLIDAY 
PROJECT,  where  necessities  and  donations  were  col- 
lected to  support  our  troops  that  were  stationed  in  the 
Persian  Gulf.  A  Letter  Writing  Day  was  organized  where 
student  could  come  and  write  to  any  service  member.  As 
a  result,  many  student  established  mew  friends  and  truly 
expaned  their  global  awareness.  Overall,  this  project  was 
most  successful  and  culminated  at  the  Christmas  Tree 
Lighting  ceremony.  The  Executive  Committee  also  ini- 
taited  the  formation  of  the  Habitat  for  Humanity  Commit- 
tee. Due  to  the  longevity  and  importance  of  Sweet  Briar's 
participation  in  this  project,  the  SGA  formed  the  commit- 
tee in  the  spring.  Some  initial  funds  were  raised  for  the 
Habitiat  throught  a  campus  wide  Gotcha  game. 

Two  new  clubs  were  recognized  on  campus  this  year: 
Lambda  Delta  Freshman  Honor  Society,  whose  purpose 
is  to  recognize  superior  academic  performance,  and 
Women  for  Life.  The  Pannell  Gallery  Docents,  whose 
primary  function  is  to  educate  the  community  on  the  col- 


lege collection  of  art,  also  became  an  official  club  this  year. 

The  social  highlight  of  the  year  was  in  February,  when 
students  were  entertained  by  OTIS  DAY  AND  THE 
KNIGHTS.  This  event,  combined  with  social  program- 
ming in  general,  truly  proved  that  Sweet  Briar  is  a  fun  place 
to  be.  Through  constituency  vote,  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee also  endorsed  a  raise  in  the  student  activities  fee,  from 
$100  to  $125. 

College  Council  topics  were  again  chosen  alternately 
by  students,  faculty  and  administration.  The  October  topic 
was  "SBC:  The  New  Generation,"  discussing  primary 
freshman  orientation,  new  programs  (Women's  Studies) 
and  new  changes  to  Sweet  Briar.  The  November  Topic  was 
"Why  Are  We  Here  and  Now  What,"  and  the  discussion 
revolved  around  how  to  get  invovled  and  being  realistic 
with  what  you  are  involved  in.  The  December  topic  was 
"Living  and  Learning:  New  Facilities  and  New  Programs," 
involving  discussion  on  the  Honors  program,  Manson  and 
Guion  restoration,  and  the  Women's  Studies  Program.  In 
repsonsc  to  the  nation's  involvement  with  the  war  in  the 
Gulf,  the  February  topic  was  "Facing  the  Nation  at  War: 
How  do  We  Cope?"  This  forum  promoted  discussion  on 
things  that  we  can  do  as  a  community  to  support  our  troops, 
internally  and  externally.  The  March  topic  was  "The  Aca- 
demic Calendar  and  the  SBC  Experience."  The  purpose  of 
this  forum  was  to  assess  student  desires  involving  decisions 
made  with  the  academic  calendar.  Overall,  the  College 
Council  committee  was  effective  this  year,  linking  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  administration  on  topic  of  mutual  con- 
cern. The  committee  decided  that  it  would  be  effective  not 
only  to  establish  a  list  of  goals  as  as  result  of  the  meeting, 
but  to  follow  up  on  the  progress  of  each  goal  at  the 
succeeding  College  Council. 

Overall,  the  Executive  Committee  had  a  highly  suc- 
cessful year  with  goals  established  and  goal  attained.  The 
budget  was  a  particular  concern  throughout  the  year,  but 
the  committee  effectively  made  decisions  considering  the 
certain  limits  of  this  year's  budget.  Member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  did  and  outstanding  job  of  representing 
their  constituent  concerns  and  opinions.  Considering  the 
institutional  changes  that  were  made  this  year,  the  commit- 
tee communicated  effectively  and  truly  got  the  job  done!

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CAMPUS  POLICE

The  Sweet  Briar  Police 
Department  may  be  widely 
Icnown  as  "security."  True,  it 
does  provide  security,  but  that 
barely  scratches  the  surface. 

Normally,  officer  candi- 
dates undergo  both  written  and 
physical  testing,  and  are  inter- 
viewed by  an  oral  review 
board  before  they  are  chosen 
to  wear  the  uniform  of  a  Sweet 
Briar  Police  Officer.  They  are 
trained  on  the  job  by  veteran 
officers  to  "learn  the  ropes" 
before  going  solo.  Then  the 
traditional  trip  to  Amherst 
County  Circuit  Court  is  made, 
where  the  officers  are  sworn  in 
as  special  police  officers  for 


Sweet  Briar,  giving  them  the 
same  authority  as  their  brothers 
and  sisters  outside  these  gates. 
Ahead,  they  face  ten  weeks  of 
rigorous  training,  side  by  side 
with  officers  and  deputies  from 
many  other  departments,  at  a  state 
certified  police  academy.  The 
training  does  not  stop  there,  for 
there  will  be  other  in-service 
classes,  on  the  job  sessions,  and 
seminars  to  attend. 

The  Campus  Police  Officers 
have  many  routine  duties  such  as 
securing  dorms  and  buildings, 
enforcing  parking  regulations, 
and  providing  escort  service,  but 
the  list  of  responsibilities  is  long 
and  diverse.  Because  they  are 


sworn  officers,  it  is  their  duty  to 
investigate  all  crimes  and  inci- 
dents on  Sweet  Briar  properiy, 
from  traffic  accidents  to  vandal- 
ism. They  respond  to  entry  and 
fire  alarms,  and  medical  emergen- 
cies. They  search  for  missing  chil- 
dren, and  open  car  doors  for 
embarassed  drivers  who  have  left 
their  keys  inside.  Occassionally, 
Campus  Police  Officers  are  called 
upon  to  provide  lectures  before 
groups  on  safety  awareness  and 
theft  protection.  The  Campus 
Police  Department  provide  In- 
dentification  cards,  vehicle  and 
bicycle  registration,  lost  and 
found,  and  information,  whether 
on  Virginia  law  or  vehicle  main- 


tainence.  Officers  may  be 
seen  providing  a  jump  start 
on  a  stalled  car,  breaking  up 
a  fight,  or  having  a  quiet  chat 
with  a  troubled  student. 

The  Campus  Police 
Department  provides  these 
services,  and  more  'round 
the  clock,  and  they  never 
close.  The  green  blazer  can 
be  seen  on  campus  in  the 
snow  or  on  a  hot  summer 
day,  whether  answering  a 
stable  alarm  or  searching  for 
a  lost  dog.  Behind  the  wheel 
sits  an  officer  who  is  trained 
to  handle  the  problem,  large 
or  small.
